Royal Triumph 
HE Queen “is back in 
London safe and well 

after a six-month visit te 

her widely scattered realm. 

The 60,000-miles tour was 

quite the longest ever made 

by any reigning: Monarch. It 
is suid the tour was made to 
show the Crown—or to be 
more correct, the newly 
crowned Sovereiyn—o the 
peoples of the Common- 
wealth. This is the Queen's 
due to hor people, The yes- 
ture was magnificent in view 
of the physical atrain it wits 
bound to Impose on the 

Royal Party. The thorough- 

ness with which the tour 

was planned even down to 
the amall but very important 
detail to include the 

Queen's Coronation drexs 

and many of her xplondid 


Coronation gifts of jewellery 
in her tuyeage, served to 
make this tour one of the 
outatanding successes of 
the eentury for the 
Commonwealth, For it 
marked an histerle point in 
the evolution of the British 
monarchy. The Queen was 
greeted not as the visiting 
Queen of England but as 
the Queen of every dominion 
and colony she visited, More 
than anything else, ahe 
demonstrated—as anyone 
who has seen her and met 
her known---that she ia the 
sume owarm friendly and 
intensely human person 
whether she is attending 
race meetings at Ascot or 
listening to the tribal 
necrety of an aboriginal 
tribe in the wilds of 
Australia, or even sitting 
croxs-legged on mats at the 
Royal dinner table of Queen 
Salote eating yams, turtles 
and roast sucking pigs. 
HERE is an affinity between 
British people all over the 
world in that they feel a 
need for beauty, splendour 
and tradition in a satan 
dardised and — increasingly 
mechanical world, The 
Queen is no longer a symbol 
of luxury and privilege even 
though she maintains a 
traditional — splendour---and 
this has brought ber nearer 
the common man's heart. 
Wherever she is seen the 
Queen is expected always 
at her best. There is 
no 40-hour or even 48-hour 
week for her. If the 
statisticians could assess 
the Queen's “working week” 
during the last six months 
they would probably discover 
that she submitted herself 
for at least 60 hours a week 
to the exacting and diffleult 
task to which she was ap- 
prenticed for 26 years before 
ascending the throne, Yet 
from the day she landed on 
the gny sunlit speck of 
Bermuda in November to 
the day she left the bastion 
rock of Gibraltar the tour 
was) a complete triumph. 
But it is a tour which 
probably never can be re- 
pented. The strain during 
the last six months 
must have been intense and 
the innermost feelings of the 
Queen at the moment must 
be of profound relief that the 
undertaking is at Inst over. 
In the future it will be 
necessary for each member 
of the Royal Family to carry 
out his or her part by 
sharing the new obligations 
of the Queen to visit tho 
distant lands of the Common- 
wealth, for each member of 
the Royal Family is an 
integral part of the monar- 
chical system, 
prominent ‘and much-loved 
representative of the Crown, 
For the Queen, the “tours”, 
as such, should be confined 
to far less formal visits to 
her dominions overseas. It

The report, a half-yearly review of the work- 
ings of the Battle Act—the Mutual Defence Assis- 
tance Control Act which deals with exports of 
strategic goods—speaks of “shifts in emphasis” in 
United States economic policy towards the Soviet 


bloc in Europe. 
But American

un policy throughout the six 
review was to continue its total em- 


bargo on all exports, strategic and non-strategic, 
to China and North Korea. 


“Rumours heard 


from time to time 


in various 


countries to the effect that the United States had do- 


cided to relax 


its embargo or was’ under irresistible 


pressure to do so, and that American cars were reach- 
ing the Chinese mainland by way of Japan, were com- 
pletely untrue,” the report said. 

“Other govefnments had agreed to ‘matnteit the ban 


on strategic goods to’China, and “such relaxations 


as took 


place in controls wore changes that did not affect the 


multilateral embargo.” 


But the repert said: ‘Though 
the policies of other major free 
Rovernments 10gurding — trade 
with Communist China have 
not been identleal with cur 
own, the United States has net 
allempted—and will not at- 
tanpt—to bring about con- 
formity through coerclon.” 


Nut since 1948 had there been 
such a “flurry of new trade 
agi cements” between Russia 
and non-Communist countries 
as lust yeur, 

The result was that in the 
early part of this year “the 
USSR hod trade agreements 
with more frce world countries 
than ot any other time in the 
post-war period.” 

“This fact and the hefty 
amounts of trade which were 
called for in some of the agree- 
ments have given miny people 
the impression that a historic 
increase in th2 aize of East- 
West trade wos taking piace 
The impression seems hardly 
justified,” 

The agreements usually 
merely authorised, but did not 
Ruarantec, the exchange ot 
goods.

It had bsen decided to sim- 
plify the control lista and not 
to extend them, except. for 
items which might be added 
occasionally because of changed 
conditions or new information.

separate voters’ roll. 


His bill secks to validate the 
Separate Representation of 
Voters’ Act 1952 which was 
Invdlidated” by the Appeal 
Court because it had not been 
enacted in joint session with a 
two-thirds majority at the 
third reading —- as prescribed 
by the South African act. 

Tho Governmont’s  prescrt 
strength is 15 votes short of the 
necessary two-thirds majority. 

Since 1051 all. previous 
legislation In the coloured vote 
issuc has falled to got a two~ 
thirds majority of a joint sitting 
of both houses. 

The coloureds, a mixed non- 
African racial group in Cape 
Province, vote with whites hy- 
tradlijon but the Natlonalist 
Government's apartheld policy 
demands that they have separate 
electoral Hsts with only com- 
munal representation in Parito- 
ment. 

Like African natives. they. 
would b¢ given a few white 
members' to represent their 
interests,

Bank Rate Cut: 
. An Aet 
Of Confidence 


From Our Own Correspondent 


London, May 16. 

The reduction in the bank rate from 3% per 
cent to three per cent was an act of confidence on 
the part of the British’ monetary authorities. For 
this move would not have been made unless they 
were satisfied the prospects for the economy were 
set fair. 

The internal effect of the change cannot be 
separated from its external effect but it was the 
latter the authorities primarily had in mind when 
they made the decision. 

While the bank rate was fixed at 34% per cent, 
interest rates in London were sufficiently above those 
obtaining in other financial centres for it to be werth 


while moving funds into London and investing them here 
on short-term.

Canadian Wheat 


Shipments 
Show Increase 


Ottuwa, May 16. 
Canada exported —_ 14,200,000 
bushels of wheat and 4,000,000 
bushels of wheat flour during 
March, the Bureau of Statistics 
reported today. 


Both figures reflected ins 
creases fram the previous month. 
March wheat shipments were 
also sharply above that of 
year carller. 


Cumulative exports for the 
first elght months of the crop 
year that begun last August 1 
wero down sharply, however. 
The total wheat exports came 
to 140,600,000 bushels, compared 
with 187,700,000 bushels a year 
eariler, Flour shipments for the 
period nggregated —_ 30,300,500 
bushels as ogainst 37,000,000 in 
the previous crop year. 


Britain took some 46,100,000 
bushels of Canadian wheat 
during the period and 0,673,900 
bushels of flour. Other Nuajor 
purchasers of wheat were: 


28,000,000 bushels;

Most interest rates are geared 
directly oor Indirectly to the 
bank rate so the reduction in 
the latter chenpens the cost ol 
borrowing from ou bank or 
horrowing, by issues of foun 
stuck to the public. And this 
in turn tends lo stimulate con- 
sumption not only by companies 
undertaking: new investment in 
plant and equipment but also by 
private individuals who may 
lake the opportunity of cheaper 
credit to buy such things as 
motor-cars, television sets and 
fO on, 

Ato thne of deflation a re- 
duction in the bank rate may 
therefore be the means of 
stimulating that ilttle extra con- 
sumption that is needed to put 
the economy back en an even 
keep. But at o Ume Uke the 
present when the cconomy as a 
whole 1s in no need of a 
stimulus a reduction in the 
interest rates entafls o risk of 
inflation. 

The authorities are satisfied, 
howrver, the economy is sound 
enough to withstand a littic 
inflntionary pressure.
